number  of  pupils  your  FPRA  teacher 
should  heve  in  his  or  her  classes. 

In  a communication  from  the  Florida 
Pneryency  Relief  Adminstration  it  was 
stated  that  each  teacher  would  be  ex- 
pected to  have  two  classes  with  an 
averaye  enrollment  of  15  in  each. 

This  is  the  minimum.  It  wall  be  neces- 
sary that  all  ERA.  teachers  in  the 
CCC  camps  of  the  State  keep  to  this 
level  if  they  expect  to  continue  Their 
classes.  This  minimum  of  15  may  be 
offset,  hovrever,  by  several  smaller 
classes*  Since  the  FPRa  teacher  is  in 
camp  at  the  request  of  the  Camp  Pducat- 
ional Adviser,  the  CPA  should  do  all 
in  his  power  to  make  the  project  a 
success ,
